From first to last, Christ’s Gospel is 
something supernatural. In the course of 
nature man fell; in the course of nature 
he is lost. If saved at all, it must’be done 
out of and above nature. The mind.and 
hand of ‘God must -protrude from heaven 
to snatch the victim from the laws -of 
-earth. Redemption is, therefore, wholly 
supernatural. Revelation itself is, and 
must be, miraculous. The facts.of there- 
demption work, from the incarnation to 
the ascension, and of the saving process” 
from regeneration to-final sanctification, 
area scheme of supernaturalism. 
Now one of the grand emasculating 
tendencies of much current preaching is 
that it deals so largely, not to say exclu- 
sively, with ammere naturalism. It -occu- 
pies itself assiduously and constantly with 
the humanitarian aspects of religion; and, 
when it touches upon the divine, contin- 
ually measures and limits that by humah 
standards and analogiesalone. No doubt 
this prevailing tendency originated in good 
motives—in the desire to illustrate and de- 
fend'the truths.of‘God by examples drawn 
from human life and experience; but it: 
has been pushed till it has dragged 
down those truths . themselves, and. 
made them wholly of the earth, earthy. 
Such preachers have as little as possible 
to say about God, the center and source 
of all truth; God, in his holiness, and jus-

Two passenger-cars were thrown down an 
embankment some fifty feet high, and one of 
them took fire from the overturning of the 
stove. Of fifty passengers in this car, only 
two escaped death. About fifty passengers 
in the other car were more or less seriously 
wounded. 
Severe shocks of earthquake were felt, on 
the morning, of the 18th inst., at various 
points ona line extending from Montreal, 
Canada, through Vermont and Northern and 
Western New York.
